TTPHOID FEVER 


Tlierc Ua%e Been One Hundred 
Cases and Fifteen l>eatli8 at 
Canton. 


Canton, 111., Jan. 22.—The typhiod fever 
H(jourgc ha» reached .such proportions that 
hcroIc measure« are consiUered neccBsary 
to stam p It out. At one time there were 
over one hundred ca.se.s and since the ap­ 
pearance of the epidemic there have been 
fifteen death.s. 
The authorities and citl- 
zen8 generally are thoroughly alarm^'d 
and Dr. E. P. Baker, inspector for the 
•state board of health, has been called in 
for con.sultation on th« .situation. A .spe­ 
cial meeting of the city council was held 
Tuesday evening, which Dr. B aker j\d- 
dre^sed at length upon cause.«; of the dis­ 
ease and recommending the most radical 
mea.sure.s for Its suppres.sion. 
His ad- 
viof‘ was heedf'd and the board of health 
and mayor were empowered to m ake un­ 
limited expenditure in com batting it.

THH BIBLE WAS SAVED. 


'"Iiicago, Jan. 22.—Of all the articles for 
use in the religious services of Central 
i'hurch, taken to the Iroquois theater the 
♦lay before the fire, only the Bible escaped 
destruction. 
Its covers were burned off 
and its edges charred, but every word of- 
tlie te.xt remains. 


An inspection of th<’ church properly 
ha.s rf V“aled the e.vistence of the Bible, 
whieh, 
it had been sui>posed, was de­ 
stroyed, but no trace could be found of the 
other property. 
Besides the Bible there 
were t:tU<'u to the theatre two pulpits, a 
eornnujnion service, consisting of a large 
Hllver nileher and eight silver cups and 
Home linen. The proj)crly was stored on 
tine si<le t>f the stage in an alcove. 


The (A ntral church had taken a lease 
<>n the IroQuois theatre for a year for the 
Sunday service hotirs and the first service 
was to have been held on the Sunday fol­ 
lowing the fire.

Appoliiireil for Banlcers’ Union 
of tlie World» an Insur­ 
ance Ordiir* 


T^lncoln, Neb., Jan. 22.^A tem porary re­ 
ceiver was to day appointed by the su­ 
preme court for the Bankers.’ Union of 
the W orld, an insurance order, a t the re­ 
quest of the deputy state auditor, who al­ 
leges it is insolvent and th a t $30,000 due 
policy holders rem ains unpaid and that 
the assets are only $2,500. Dr. E. C. Spin­ 
ney, of Omaha, is president. 


Omaha, Jan. 22.—Tlie B ankers’ Union of 
the W orld was organized live years ago 
by Dr. E. C. Spinney, The company has 
been doing business in twenty-five states 
and has in force about $25,000,000 of insur­ 
ance. Gross receipts for lilOo, accordipg to 
a statem ent ju st issued, were $105,387; 
claims paid during^ll»Oö, $52,000. 


Spinney said the appointm ent of a re­ 
ceiver was a surprise lo liim, although he 
adm itted there had been some difficulty 
between the state auditor's office and* the 
company, as a result, he said, of his union 
deeliniitg, to )>ay certain alleged excessive 
charges for exam ination. 
He says th at 
Jan. 10 the concern had $12,000 cash on 
hand and owned other as.sets w orth $35,iJ00. 
The allegation the state auditor makes, 
he said, th a t $20,000 was paid him for 
salary for 190C was untrue. 
He stated 
his salary for 1903 was untrue. He stated 
his salary had been $6,000,' th at he should 
have been paid $5,000 commissions, which 
represented 5 per cent allowed him. but 
never drawn, on busine.ss for three form er 
years; $1.000 paid his wife as salary for 
editing the official paper, and $5,000 in 
stock which he had placed in the treasury 
and wiiich was retunicd to liim by order 
Of the directors.

F IR E LOSSES. 


Clinton, Iowa, Jan. 22.—Fire at Lost N a­ 
tion. a small town in this county, to day 
destroyed property valued at $ri0,000. 


New' York, Jan. 22.—Fire to night caused 
$200,000 dam age to the plant of E. W. Bliss 
& Co., m anufacturers of dies and presses 
for m etal stam ping and castings and 
other p arts of W hitehead torpedoes for 
the United States navy. One fireman w^as 
killed by falling from a ladder. 


Sault Ste Marie, Mich., Jan. 22.—F ire 
started in one of the H all & Munson fac­ 
tories a t Bay Mills, twelve miles w est of 
here, to night and burned every factory 
in the town. The company owned a large 
saw mill, w'oodworking plant, box factory 
and large stock of lumber, valued a t $300,- 
000. The town, which has 1,200 inhabitants, 
will probably be left desolate, as there is 
nothing to keep it up. 


Chicago, Jan. 22.—The plant of the Pitts- 
burgr P late Glass company, W abash av­ 
enue, burned to night and from this build­ 
ing flames communicated to the seven- 
story. factory and apartm ent building of 
the Bucklen Medical company. 
A num ­ 
ber of fam ilies living in he Bucklen 
building were compelled to m ake hasty 
exits, ljut all reached the street w ithout 
injury. The Bucklen building w^as badly 
burned on the w est end, but not destroyed.

Confidence in pro.sperou.s spring trade finds 
.suport in enlarging volume of busine.ss in 
southern and southeaster m arkets, an 
aw akening of intre.st at some nothw estern 
centers and growth a t even central w'est- 
ern and eastern m arkets, where w eather 
conditions are a draw back to the fulle.st 
capacity. 
Strength of raw cotton es ap­ 
parently m aking it easier to negotiate 
and place cottons In ea.stern m arkets at 
n higher level of values and m anufactur­ 
ing and jobbing in shoes is incrfeasingly 
active, leather sym pathizing in larger 
sales and at higher prices. 


The iron trade is irregular as a whole. 
The demand for lighter linished products 
of irctn and steel is befter, good prices 
are being obtained as a rule. 
Pig iron 
is quieter.« . Hardw’are prices are rather 
bettter. Copper and tin are lower, while 
lead is higher. Lum ber and building m a­ 
terials are rather^quiet, but the outlook 
for spring is regarded as promising. Shoe 
leather and allied trades are in a very 
strong position the couiUry over. 


W hett, including flour, exports for the 
week aggregate 3,538,000 bushels, against 
3,539,000 this week last year; July], 1903, 
to dateS)5,Sl2,000, against 142,572,000 last sea­ 
son. 


Corn exports for the week were 1,150,000 
bushels, against 3,377,000 a* year ago; July 
1, 19003, to date, 32,018,000, against 18,291,000 
last season. 


DUN S REPORT. 


Dun says: W eather conditions have fur­ 
nished the chief influence in the general 
trade situation. 
T t some extent traffic 
has been hlndred, especially a t the east, 
but latest ireturns of railw ay earnings 
for January show an increase of 3.9 per 
cent over 1903. Thes cotisumption of fuel 
was increased and retail trade in coal 
greatly expanded,but no com m ensurate 
gain at first hands is reported, owing to 
large supplies held i)y dealers. Retail dis- 
tributloii of foo.lw'ear and heavy w ear­ 
ing apparel felt the stim ulus and the 
annual clearance sales rei^oved accum ula 
tions of mUlinery and dry goods. Wliole- 
sale business is fairly active and jobbing 
trade is normal. 
M anufacturing plants 
are more active with little change in 
quotations and ' the outlook for spring 
trade is considered favorable. Collections 
are som ewhat more prompt. Leading sta ­ 
ples have risen to new maximum prices 
for the crop year. Iron and steel plants 
th at resumed at the turn of the year 
have obtained sufficient business to con­ 
tinue operating. 
As to quotations there 
is nominall no alteration. 
P rin t cloths 
have again advanced, but otherwise for­ 
m er quotations prevail. 
More now lines 
of woolens were opened a t concessions. •

riage house to day. She had been assault­ 
ed and robbed. The botly was Imdly m u­ 
tilated. 
Appearances indicated a terrific 
struggle wñth lier a.ssailant. 


The m ystery surrounding the m urder 
of Miss Sarah Schaefer is still unsolved. 
The m ost Im portant clue found so far is a 
wisp of m oustache liair. w'ound in the 
clutches of the victim and upon this au­ 
thorities are basing their investigation. 
A %rick w ith w’hich the wounds were in­ 
flicted has also been found covered with 
blood. 
A negro was said to have been 
seen near teh alley where the assault was 
com mitted about the time Miss Schaefer 
left her boarding house. 
Bloodhounds 
were given the scent, but could follow it 
not more than fifty yards from the place 
where the body was found. 


Bloomington, Ind., Jan. 22.—Judge W’il- 
son said to night th a t in event of the 
m urderer of Aliss Schaefer being caught 
an attem pt would no doubt be made to 
lynch him. A company of m ilitia is being 
held in readiness to leave for Bedford 
should the occasion require.

New York, Jan. 22.—The body of George 
Francis Train was put on public view last 
night a t the M erritt undertaking rooms. 
The coffin lay in the little chapel, sur­ 
rounded by a half dozen floral pieces and 
a few scattered Individual bunches of 
flowerfi. 
At the head stood a circle of 
red and white roses, bearing a card m ark­ 
ed "Mills Hotel No. 1," and at the feet 
was a sim ilar piece. 


Dr. Edward C. Spitzka, who with Dr. 
Carleton Simon, Mr. Train's attending 
physician, made an examination of the 
dead mati’s brain, said th at he had not 
yet studied the tissues micro.scopically. 
Superficially, he said, the brain w*as that 
of a normal man, except that in weight it 
excoGded the normal average. It w’cighed 
53.8 ounces and takes tw enty-sixth place 
in a-list of brain weights of distinguished 
men tabulated by Dr. Spitzka. 


Turnehefl! heads the list with nearly 71 
ounpe.«!, Benjamin i*'. Butler is .«¡ixth, with 
62, and Daniel W ebster thirtieth, with 
53%. 
The brain of the average man of 
Mr, T rain’s age and stature should weigh, 
according to Dr. Spitzka, <16 to 4S ounces. 
Dr. Simon said th at the most striking 
thing about* Citizen Train’s brain was 
th at it had not shrunk, a fact which in­ 
dicated, he thought, unu.sual m ental ac­ 
tivity in a rnan of his advanced years. 


Mr. Train’s body remained on view until 
10:30 to day, wiien a private funeral .ser­ 
vice w'as held.

lio.ston, Jan. 22.—Senator Hanna contri­ 
butes to the February number «’if the Na­ 
tional Jlagazine an article on “Socialism 
nnd l.,abor Unions." 
He considers relri- 
tions of labor and capital param ount is­ 
sues to day and says the ‘instinct of 
workingmen to band together to protect 
themselves is no more to be wondered at 
than tlie same instinct when shown on 
the part of capital.” His i)lan is ‘'‘to have 
organized union labor Americanized in 
the best sense and thoroughly educated to 
an understanding of its re.sponslbilities 
and in this way to m ake it the ally of the 
capitalist, rather than a foe with which 
to grapple.” 


He says conditions have so changed in 
recent years that for every w'orknuin on 
an average there are now two jobs, “and 
it is expecting loo much of hum an nature 
to suppose workingmen .s-hall not desire 
a larger share of the profits.” Continuing, 
he says: 


“ Labor, organizations- may be open to 
sharp criticism at times, but it cannot 
be fairly stated th at they are alw'ays 
wrong. If every man Is treated as a man 
and appeal made to his heart, as well as 
to his reason, it will establish a bond of 
confidence as a sure foundation to build 
upon,” 
He believes th at labor unions 
“ will prove a boon lo our country when a 
proper basis of confidence and respect is 
established.” 


Discussing the question of socialism 
H anna says; 
“ Fairness and justice will 
never agree to confi.scatlon of the prod­ 
ucts of one m an’s toll in ofder lo insure 
com fort to the idle and worthless. 
No 
'ism* is wanted by the American people 
th at will take from any citizen just and 
equitaWo rew ard of his labor. 


Botli cttpjtal and labor mugt yield in 
time to tlie great law of fair dealing, man 
to man, 
I Trtsh I could Impress upon 
every American the individual responsi­ 
bility th a t’ rests upon cach one of us. 
Every year of experience, every dollar of 
accum ulated capital, everj* talent wo pos­ 
sess, should be regarded as a sacred 
charge for good of the nation, to help in 
uniting Interests of rltii and poor, learned 
and unlearned.” 


Claud and Dick Getug of Pike 
County liose Their Lives in 
Swollen Stream. 


PittstlcUI, Jan. 22.—A double tlrownlng 
occurred yestcrdtiy 
evening about live 
o,clock in Little Honey creek, near the 
residence of Ow<‘u Bagby, about two miles 
west of Times. 
Claud and Dick Cetus, 
one eighteen and the other thirteen years 
of age, so n s of Jam es G»; tus, wer*' tin 
victims. 
Mort Bagby, who wa.^ assisting 
them to cross the swollen stream , barely 
e.'icaped with his life. 


The twt) (letus boys att«nd school at 
Pleasant (¡rove, two and a half or three 
miles west of Times. 
T h e y were on their 
way home after school and when they 
reached L ittle Honey cxeek they found 
it badly swollen by the rains and melting 
snow'. 
Lawrenc«“ Bagby volunteered to 
help them across the stream anti mounted 
a horse and crossed the stream . 
Roth 
of the boys tlven got on the liorse with 
Bagby and they started across again. 
When in the middle of the stream , the 
horst' slipped and fell throwing all three 
into the w ater ajul falling on Bagby. The 
two Getus boy.s were washed down stream 
and lost. Bagby got out with great diffi­ 
culty and. after giving the alarm , started 
down the stream to look for the boys. 
It was tlark and the bodies were not re­ 
covered last night. 


The bodies of the boys were found this 
morning about a half mile south of where 
they w’ere drowned, wiierc the small creeTc 
empties Into Honey creek. Deputy Coro­ 
ner C. W. Patterson has gone down to 
hold a?i inquest. 


CASE OF PRIEST

ground a t least In the beginning.

It is leanied th at In view of possibility 
of Corea being unable to afford proper 
protection to Japane.<se subjects Tokio au­ 
thorities liave dispatched a Japane.«o mili­ 
tary officer of the highest rank to Seoul, 
where he will be in a position to direct 
any m ilitary operations Japanese troops 
may undertake. The Corean government 
has ;i.500 men under arm s, but they have 
not been trained in the modern .school of 
w ar and rather resemble constabulary 
than soldiers. It is anticipated here that 
Japan in Corea will repeat the perform ­ 
ance fo Russia in M anchuria and m ake 
disturbances 
on 
the Japanese railw ay 
ground for m ilitary occupation of the line 
in great force, corresponding to Russian 
occupation in the M anchurian railw’ay. 


Paris, Jan. 22.—Inform ation reaching the 
foreign office during the last tw etity-four 
hours shows definite improvement in the 
Russo-Japanese situation. The answ er of 
Russia will be dispatched w ithin the next 
two days. The question of lim itation of 
Japanese settlem ents in M anchuria has 
been one of the most difficult under con- 
sidération. 


London, Jan. 22.—A Seoul dispatch says 
the Japanese railw ay has been attacked 
by Coreans a t several points along the 
Seoul-Fusion railw ay and th a t Corean au­ 
thorities have been notified unless they 
prevent recurrence of disorders necessary 
steps to do so will be taken by Japanese 
troops.

America, says the New York American, 
One o f the improvements w ill be a 
new mansioQ, to cost no less 
than 
$300,000. 


Although an arm y o f workmen is em­ 
ployed on the Rockefeller estate all the 
year roimd, it w ill be re-enforced by 
more legions o f laborers and artisans 
so soon as the frost is oift ot 41ie earth 
in the spring. 


The first thing done w ill be the break­ 
ing o f ground fo r a colonial mansion, 


to be built o f BMladelphia brick and 
trinfmcd with native stone. The exte­ 
rior w ill-correspond w ith the $2;>0,000 
stone stable recently erected by Mr.

Rev. F. S. H ay­ 
den, D. D., presided and offered an earn­ 
est Invocation, after whieh tho mandolin 
c!luh favored tho audience with a selec­ 
tion admirably rendered and which was 
loudly applauded. 


The chairman then >;tated the question 
and announced the speakers, who were 
cheered to the echo a.s they appeared. On 
th<* affirm ative were E. T. Brow'n, ’05; 
L, N. Wylder, '01; E. P. Brockhouse, '04. 
Xegative, C. M. Eame.s, ’Oi; E. D. Martin, 
IU; M. T. Kennedy» ’01. Summary speak­ 
ers. 1*1 D. Martin, E, P. Brockhouse. 


Tile lirst speaker, E. T. Erow^n, drew a 
dark picture of the present state of a f­ 
fairs. 
Men are elected to office through 
(lie us(‘ of money, ring.s and monopolies 
rule the people with a rod of iron and per­ 
mit the voters no voice in tho m anagement 
of affairs. Maehine.s run all elections and 
men owe their offices not to the voters 
but to the party bo.sses. 
Legislators sell 
out to the rich corporations, who buy the 
law'makers right and left. H ence the ur­ 
gent need of a change. 
The refei’endum 
would certainly cure all this and secure 
honest law’makers. 


C. M. Eame.s Tvas first on the negative. 
The afflrmer m ust prove that the govern­ 
mental system needs reform ing and tliat 
the referendum would do it. 
Switzerland 
alone uses the referendum. It is small, a 
fourth the size of Mis.souii; the people are 
few and peculiarly intelligent and many 
features of the governm ent favor it and 
yet judged by reasonable standards is a 
failure. 
But a very sm all part of tlie 
peoi)le there vote on questions, som etim es 
but 9 per cent, and never has a law been 
ratified by a majority of the people. 
So 
foolish have been many of the decisions 
of the Swi.ss people that the system lias 
been 
declared a failure. 
There they 


are educated, but in our land we have 
millions of illiterate.«. 
In some of the 
caulon.s they pass but five m easures a 
year, while here wc som etim es pass 2,000. 
Take a common sen.se view of tlie iacts. 
How few even of the educated people keep 
in touch with the lawm akers, how much 
less the ma.sses, m any unlearned and in­ 
different. 
The ordinary man cannot keep 
posted on all the measure's. Congress has 
2.000 a year and our legislatures 500 to CW 
each year, making the referendum ab.so- 
lutely impracticable and unwise to intro­ 
duce it. 


L. N. W ylder came next. He read from 
a college president who had traveled in 
Switzerland and found the referendum' a 
succes.s. The people here have no voice in 
affairs; the voter has no choice except to 
cast a ballot for a devil or a witch. There 
u(!ver was a time in the history of our 
governm ent when reform w as so much 
needed 
as 
now 
and 
the 
referendum 
will 
provide 
a 
means 
of 
reform. 
Trusts are neee.ssary, but nothing can 
control th em . but the referendum. 
To 
day an honest man dare not run for an 
office. 
The legislator w ill ri.sk the peni­ 
tentiary or political defeat to accept a 
bribe, which w’ould be cured by the refer­ 
endum. 
AV’here the referendum is law ful 
it has not been used. Put the veto pow^er 
into the hands of the people ^ind they 
would post them selves and investigate. 
Trusts buy up press and lawm akers and 
ii.se them as tools. 
Our governm ent is a 
political nondescript and the referendum 


w'ould cure it and that only. The people 
arc horle.st and cannot be bought. 


E. D. Martin cam e next. 
The 
last 
ypeáker cited three we-stern states wliieh 
had adopted the referendum with great 
sa<l.«factlon, but the fact Is it i.s hardly 
operated at all in one of them; it has been 
virtually defeated by tlie legislature and 
the peojile are too iudiíTerent to see that 
I hey have it- 
The gentlem an could not 
name u single law' pa.ssed by the last legis­ 
lature y/hieh the people would have voted. 
Miiny of the law s are purely local and it 
would be impossible to judge of them. 
The .searchlight is now” turned on the 
legislative m easures by opposite political 
parties and brought before the people in 
that way. To show tlie indifference of tht 
]»eopl<; take the various 
constitutional 
•imendments subm itted. Hardly any pass­ 
ed because the people didn’t even vote on 
them, .and tho referendum w as one of 
them. 
The people have it fully in their 
jjower to stop corruption if w'o w ill take 
the trouble, as was well proved by the 
Allen law, which defeated at the next 
election nearly all the men who voted for 
it. 
I'nder 
the referendum the people 
would bo the ones regarded responsible 
nnd the law’m akers would care far less 
because they are the ones to pass on them. 
Then, too, law s are discussed in the legis­ 
lature and amended, but the people m ust 
vote yes or no. 


E. P. Brockhouse spoke for the aíTirma- 
tive. 
H e read from the governor of D a­ 
kota largely .sustaining the referendum. 
Switzerland has been greatly improved 
by the referendum. 
Our governm ent is 
sunk in the low est depths; our state and 
city legislatures are venal and the tools 
of corruptionists. The people’s rights are 
ow'ned by m achines and corporations; cor­ 
ruption and bribery are growing; the na­ 
tional congress is in the sam e category; 
the referendum would cure it all. Reform ­ 
ers now go too far and so corruption re­ 
turns stronger than ever, as has been 
shown in the recent election In N ew York, 
w’here evil and w’iekedness have returned 
to power. 
The referendum w’ould have 
cured this. 
It look a threat of violence 
to w’ard off a bad law’ in Chicago. Govern­ 
ment by the people in our country is a 
failure which would be cured by the refer­ 
endum. 


M. T. Kennedy .spoke for the negative. 
The affirm atives have claimed great cor­ 
ruption and have said the referendum 
would cure it, but have not proved. 
In 
actual fact the system is not in vogue in 
the three w estern states named by the 
affirmative. 
W e cannot have good gov­ 
ernment here until w'o elect good men and 
this the referendum would not accomplish. 
Our governhient is stable; it has grown 
steadily and is a bulw'ark of liberty and 
is not in the condition claimed by the af- 
lirmative. 
The introduction of the refer­ 
endum would undermine this. 
The su­ 
preme court stands betw'een the people 
and bad laws. Should the people ratify a 
bad law it would be in direct conflict W’ith 
the highest tribunal in the land.

are arrayed against each other and the 
virus of socialism is increasing, w’e should 
move slow ly in any change which w’ould 
undermine the power of the constitution. 


E. D, Martin summed up for the nega­ 
tive. 
The gentlem en brought up New 
York. 
W hat can w’c say for a city that 
would 
deliberately put Tamñiany into 
pow'er? If the referendum is such a good 
thing, why didn’t the people vote it into 
the constitution when they had a chance? 
H ow can we expect the referendum to 
remedy bad legislation when the people 
will not take the trouble to elect good 
men, as is claimed? 
The constitution 
would be broken down by this change. 
The other side dare not go into particulars 
with Switzerland, for the referendum is 
not a suece.ss there.

The exact date of the end of the 
present age and the dawn of the mil­ 
lennium has at last been discovered. 
The unfolder ot this interesting and 
long loolvod for bit of information is 
the Rev. M. Baxter of London, wlio has 
perpetrated two books, entitled “Twen­ 
ty Coming Events” and “Future Won 
ders of Prophecy,” says the New York 
Commercial Advertiser. 


As a prophet with a magnificently 
micì-oscopic vision and an utterér of 
clogged and involved English the Rev. 
Mr. Baxter surpasses John Alexander 
Dowi?. 


According to Baxter, the last day of 
this age will be either Thursday, May 
2, 1920, or April 9, 1931. Simultaneous- 
lyjhe “millennium of 1,000 years” will 
co.%mence. 
He is unable to tell on 
which of the two days the end will 
come, because he Is undecided on what 
date Napoleon will seal the seven year 
covenant with the Jeivs. 
Napoleon— 
not the original little corporal—is to be 
a second great leader, a king, first of 
Macedonia, then of Syria. He will be 
the “little horn of Daniel’s seventh 
chapter.” 


It is impossible to follow the Rev. 


Mr. Baxter in all his prophetic deduc­ 
tions, but this much is clear—a great 
deal of trouble Is to strike the earth be­ 
fore May 2, 1929, or April 9, 1931. 
Among other things, those of us who 
are still aliv’e tw’o months before the 
end will have a chance to enjoy the 
seven yials or plague.s.” 
“Within 
the final Decomber; January. February, 
March and April,” says Baxter, “they 
will be filllilled thus; 


Vial 1, noisome sores for three days; 
vial 2, sea becomes blood for four days; 
vial 3, rivers and fountains become 
blood for four days; vial 4, sun scorches 
men for fifteen days; vial 5, total dark­ 
ness for three days; vial G, Euphrates 
dries up during 100 days; vial 7, earth­ 
quakes, shaking down all cities, and 
Christ's descent during the final five 
days.” 


Before this two sackcloth clothed 
witnesses, probably Elias and Moses, 
will prophesy and warn the people. 
They will have power to turn rivers 
into blood and shut up the heavens so 
that no rain can reach tlie earth for 
1,200 days. 
Demon scorpion locusts 
will torment men for five months, de­ 
mon horsemen will ride over the globe 
for thirteen months and kill one-third 
of the men, and the “iirst forur trum­ 
pets,” seven years before the millen­ 
nium, will “(1) bring hail and fire on 
earth in September, (2) turn one-third 
of the sea into blood in January, (3) 
embitter one-third of the fresh waters 
in April and (4) darken onc-third of 
sun, moon and stars.” 


Although all these little troubles are 
evidently intended for the whole world, 
the greater part of Baxter’s squints at 
the future have resulted in w hat looks 
like a hard time for Europe. 


At the very front of his “Twenty 
Coining Events” the prophet places 
the “F'ormation of the Tep Kingdoms.” 
Seventeen European countries are to 
be amalgamated into ten—France, Brit­ 
ain, Spain, Italy, Austria, Greece, 
Egypt Syria, Turkey and the Balkan 
states. These will constitute the “Ten 
KingdÒnìèd Latin Confederacy,” oppos­ 
ed to Gértnany and Russia. 


An eleventh little sovereign among 
the ten sovereigns, the Little Horn, 
will arise to rule the ten kingdoms. 
This will be Napoleon, who, according 
to Baxter, may turn out to be either 
Prince Victor Napoleon or Prince Louis 
Napoleon. 
He will rapidly advance 
from a Macedonian leader to be king 
of Syria and then master of the ten 
kingdoms. 


Along about this time—either April 
13, 192.2, or May 2, 1929—Napoleon will 
sign a seven years’ covenant with the 
Jews, who will recommence their daily 
sacrifice of a lamb and will rebuild 
the temple in Jerusalem. 


Twenty-two months after the Little 
Horn signs the covenant the Messlali 
will appear peacefully “in the air as à 
bridegroom’^ and will soar aloft to th« 
heavens, accompanied by all the do* 
ceased saints and 144,000 living, watch- 
furChristians. This will be “Tuesday, 
Feb. 26, 1924, at 3 p. m. in Jcriisaleriit 
or 12:38 p. m. London.” 


After tiie sensational soaring of tho 
144,000, things will develop rapidly uii- 
til the final day when the Messiah, re* 
turning again, will overcome Napoleon 
in the battle of Armageddon.
